AN ORDINANCE creating a cash reserve fund for 
the Power and Light Utility. 


BE IT ORDAINED BY THE COmON COUNCIL OF THE CITY OF FORT WAYNE, 
INDIANA: 

SECTION 1. A separate cash fund reserve for the Power 
and Light Utility is hereby created. 

SECTION 2. Monthly transfers from the surplus earnings 
of the utility as defined by statute may be made to its cash 
surplus fund, and any funds which have heretofore accrued to the 
depreciation fund of the utility in any month in excess of five 
percenfum (5%) of the operating cash revenues for that month 
may be transferred to the cash reserve fund hereby created for 
said utility. 

SECTION 3. This Ordinance shall be effective from and 
after its passage and approval by the Mayor.
